For the second time this year, 
the Quaker Stretcher Co., light In- 
dustrial firm scheduled to move 
this month from Kenosha to Anti- 
och, has turned down being union- 
ized. 

Workers of the company voted 
last week 94-50 against being repre- 
sented by the United Furniture 
Workers of America. The first 
turndown was on May 1, when the 
vote was 120-61 against organiza- 
tion. 

Following the May vote union 
officials claimed undue influence by 
management and made It* stlcck, 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board ordering the second ballot. 

Walter Block, Sr., Quaker presi- 
dent, said the union had made a con- 
certed effort to unionize the plant 
before It left Kenosha, apparently 
figuring its chances were lessened 
after the firm had relocated. Block 
added that the firm's scale will be 
top rate for Antioch. 

The firm specializes in such items 
as TV stands, chafing dishes and 
similar items. 

. At present it has a payroll of ap- 
proximately 250. According to 
Block, some 200 workers have indi- 
cated they will continue with the 
firm when it moves- to Antioch. 

The 26-year-old Quaker Stretcher 
Co. is expected to boost Antioch's 
economy with a payroll running 
well over $500,000 a n n.u a 1 1 y. 
Sound growth has marked the com- 
pany since it was founded in 1935, 
and It now markets its products

Flood Survey 
Of Area Ok'd 

A mapping program to chart flood 
hazards in 12 different Lake County 
areas, including Antioch, will get 
under way soon as the result of a 
cooperative agreement with the 
Northeastern Illinois Metropolitan 
Area Planning Commission. 

Lake County's share of the cost 
will total $31,250. 

Under the. project the Geological 
Survey will map the extent of 
flood hazards in the area. A total 
of 44 standard topographic quad- 
rangles will serve as base map3 
upon which -will be superimposed 
overlays to record the .flood hazard 
in graphic form. 

Basic purpose of the program is 
to guide development of low-lying 
lands along' waterways in the area. 
The maps, to be published later this 
year and in 1062 will help counties 
and communities promote proper 
land development in flood way 
areas; restrict uses which would be 
hazardous to health and welfare, 
encourage adequate channel main- 
tenance and guide prospective land 
purchasers.

1HE AMERICAN PROFIT 
FROM THE 
CIVIL WAR DEFICIT K 

The most costly; war Jn American 
History was waged in these United 
States just one hundred years ago. 
Thls-long-remembered conflict, ithe 
Civil War, claimed the lives of 
618,000 . Americans and wounded 
approximately 380,000 more. In ad- 
dition to this, it is estimated that 
the total cost of the war for both 
sides exceeded $15,000,000,000. 

Although ■ Ithe North lost - 360,000 
men in comparison to the Southern 
toll of 288,000, it is evident that the 
South suffered the 'greatest damage 
as a result of the war. The major- 
ity of the combat was waged in the 
South; Land,. J consequently, many 
Southern cities and towns were 
totally destroyed. Southern planta- 
tions and acres of farm land were 
left In ruins, railroads were shat- 
tered, and industry and trade came 
to an abrupt halt. 

In addition to these great losses, 
the Civil War left an ugly scar of 
hate upon/ the American people. 
This two-sided conflict had turned 
friends against friends and broth- 
ers against brothers. After the war, 
many Southerners grew bitter in 
defeat, and many Northerners be- 
came revengeful in victory. These 
feelings were not easily forgotten, 
and 'they continued" : to trouble 
Americans for many years after- 
ward. '•' j' '. ' / 

Indeed, if we as Americans can 
find cause for celebration in the 
centennial anniversary of this his- 
toric tragedy, we must truthfully be 
able to say that some good resulted 
from it. Although the Civil" War 
brought four years of bloodshed and 
a heritage of bitterness and' grief 
that remains in part even today, it 
cannot be denied that it marked a 
great turning point in American 
history. It served to bring an end 
to slavery in the United States, it 
settled once and for all the ques- 
tion of whether or not a state could 
secede; and, finally, it cemented the 
Union of the states. 

President Lincoln's Emancipation 
Proclamation of 1863 forced the 
American, people to practice what 
they preached. With this document 



that granted freedom to all m«fl, ; 
President 'Lincoln gave new moan* 
ing i^to Hhe Declaration of Ihdjt- 
pandence and the Preamble i*>: llw 
Constitution. IHe ;8howed fbAt^e ; < 
ideals of uequality 'land ^brotherhood 
were , not mere sentimental matter, j 
but a profound philosophy to gov- 
ern the : American ? way of life. 

The men who , f sacrificed? 'their 
lives arid fortunes Viri ithe. Civil War 
ore responsible: for striking the 
word "secession" from the 'Ameri- 
can vocabulary. By settling the 
question of whether or not a state 
might secede from the Union, the 
Civil War removed the threat of a 
divided nation and created ■■ such a 
powerful impression on the minds 
of Americans that it has become a 
symbol of the might of .the Union. 

We -Americans paid dearly for the 
freedom and unity we j enjoy today. 
It took -ithe costly Civil War ;wtth ; 
its bold measures of 'blood and des- 
truction to teach Americana the 
ideals of brotherhood and unity. 
The United States learned .the .hard 
way that a war among its own peo- 
ple could take a far greater toll than 
a war against another nation, i Yes, 
the Civil War was costly, .but tho 
lessons we learned from it aire price- 
less. The ideals of freedom for all 
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men' arid loyalty to* the preservation 
of ..the Union 'are the. component 
parts of the j American profit which 
grew out of the Civil, War deficit j-

By the end. of I960, more than 
17, 1 69 people in Lake. County were

On June 1, 1961, he submitted the 
low bid for constructing a Post Of- 
fice at Antioch, Illinois, and leasing 
it to the Department, of the Post 
Office. His bid was $8,300.00 per 
year. The next bid was $9,500.00 
per year, and the third bid Was 
$11,100 per year. ■ .. w ' 

We have just been Informed that 
they negotiated with ..and entered 
into a contract with a middle man 
and bjroUghi.,him^own^from^9,S00 
to $8,500 per 'yeari* still higher than 
my cousin's. 

,ln talking to the Regional Office 
in, Chicago, their excuse, for not 
awarding it to my cousin was the 
fact that. he had a certified check 
for $7,900 instead of a bid bond for 
$7,900. But, this certified check is 
better security than any bond. In 
their advertising for bids, the Gov- 
ernment, reserves the right to over- 
look any irregularity if it is to their 
advantage, and to enter into nego- 
tiations. The Regional Office ad- 
mitted that they could have called 
us and asked us to supply a bid 
bond, which we could have done. 

My cousin has lived in Antioch 
for over 30 years, is a respected 
citizen of that community, and it 
was a matter of pride to him to own 
the Post Office in Antioch. The 
person the Department chose to 
award the contract to does not live 
in Antioch and has no interest in 
the community. 

As a rather substantial tax payer 
in Lake County, I am quite upset 
by the government spending my 
money foolishly. Over a period of 
20 or 30 years, this excess in rent 
can amount to a considerable sum 
of money. 

I would appreciate your taking 
this up with the Post Office Depart- 
ment in Washington, and inform 
me if there is anything that we can 
do about this matter.

Correct Numbering 
Preeediresfer Boats 



Many motorhoats are displaying 
identification numbets of the wrong 
size, type or color contrast; accord- 
ing to an announcement today by 
Rear Admiral George H. Miller, 
Commander, Ninth Coast Guard 
District. 

Admiral Miller pointed out that 
the number awarded (and no other) 
shall be painted on, or attached to 
each bow (i.e., each side of the 
forward half of the vessel) and so 
positioned as to be distinctly visible 
and clearly legible. The letters and 
numerals must be of a plain block 
design of good proportion, not less 
than 3 inches high, and of a color 
which will contrast with the back- 
ground for maximum visibility and 
legibility. (Light numbers on a 
dark hull or background or vice 
versa.) 

The number and letters must be 
verticle (not slanted) plain (not 
script or varying in thickness), and 
any border, outline of "shadowing" 
must be disregarded in determining 
the height or color contrast. Be- 
tween the prefix, the numerals and 
the suffix there must be a hyphen 
or an equivalent space. Exam- 
ples of correct number displays are: 
OH-1234-AB or PA 5678 DF. 

In conclusion, the admiral indi- 
cated that some numbers have been 
advertised as "Coast Guard ap- 
proved." This is misleading as the 
Coast Guard does not grant specif ic 
approval for products of. this type.

Urge Careful Mewing 
Te Conserve Pheasants 

An appeal to- farmers in the Illi- 
nois pheasant range to delay mow- 
ing operations as long as is practi- 
cally possible, to mow with cau- 
tion, and to leave unmowed strips 
of hay along field edges has been 
issued by William T Lodge, director 
of the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation. 

The peak of the hay mowing sea- 
son coincides with the j?eak of the 
pheasant nesting cycle, and Lodge 
predicts four out of every 10 pheas- 
ant hens actively nesting in hay 
fields will be injured or killed by 
mowing operations. A minimum 
of 20 per cent of the nests are des- 
troyed each year.
